Ra'Irond Provided Depot is Built West 

Side of Track on Present Street 



Much has been said in the past in re- 
gard to securing a ifnore adequate 
train service for the village of Antioch. 
The residents of the village claiming 
that the amount of traffic afforded the 
Soo Lino from this station should war- 
rant the stopping of the fast train here 
both morning and evening. This of 
course would be a valued addition to 
. the service hero especially in the winter 
time when the business men's train has 
been discontinued and practically the 
only available train for Chicago pas- 
sengers is the milk train whichiarrives 
in the city at 10:20 and leaves again at 
3:46. And it is also argued that this 
service is equally inconvenient for the 
city residents who make many trips to 
their property in this vicinity. 

Although the subject has been so 
long under discussion, no definite action 
was taken in the matter until a few 
months ago when the town board sub- 
mitted the request to the President of 
the road, through Attorney Eugene M. 
Runyard of Waukegsn, and Dr. E. H. 
Ames, president of the village board, 
made a trip to Chicago for an inter- 
view with the General Passenger Agent 
in behalf of the citizens of the town. ' 
• The ofiicialB of the road took the 
matter under advisement and sent a 
representative here to look over the 
existing conditions, and after due con- 
sideration replied aa follows:

Dear Sir:— 

Your letter of the 23rd Inst, to 
the President relative to the stoppage 
of trains Nos. 3 and 4 at Antioch has 
been referred to me. 

For your information I am sending 
you herewith a blueprint showing the 
profile of the^ack on either side of the 
station. You will note that northbound 
there is a 1.00 per cent grade for about 
4000 feet, and southbound the grade is 
.85 per cent for exactly 2000 feet The 
two trains mentioned above are heavy 
through trains with important connect- 
ions at either terminus, and it is imper- 
ative that time be made when possible. 
'The trains are already overburdened 
and lani sorry to say are not as regular 
as we hope to make them. 

If the people at Antioch would con- 
sider, the removal of the station to • the 
south about 2000 feet we will be very 
glad to consider the matter of stopping 
these two trains there so long as we 
have no other service on approximately 
the same schedule.

HOLD CRAZY CHINAMAN 

Celestial With $1 80 in His PockeU Taken 
by Hishland Paric Police. 

The first crazy Chinaman to be found 
in Lake county, was picked up Friday 
afternoon^ by the Highland Park police 
and he is now in the McAlister hospital, 
Waukegan, where the nurses ar^ keep- 
ing close watch over him. 

His name is M. Long, according to 
the marks on his clothing, but he would 
not give his name himself, being in such 
a condition that he will talk but little 
although he can speak English some- 
what In order to get to the bottom of 
his case, the Waukegan health author- 
ities had a Chinese interpreter come out 
from the Chicago police department but 
he also could get little out of the China- 
man. 

Occasionally the fellow would speak 
and from what could be obtained, he 
runs a laundry with a brother on the 
west side, Chicago. He said that he is 
always hearing noises .and that last 
week his brother got scared and ran 
away and he followed shortly afterwards. 
He doesn't know where he has . been, 
doesn't know how he got to Lake 
county and doesn't know much of any- 
thing excepting that he hears so much 
noise he cannot sleep or even eat 

He had $180 in his pockets and was 
willing at times to give it to the nurses 
to care for him but, shortly afterwards, 
he would again demand his money. 

The interpreter asked to have him 
cared for at the hospital for a few days 
and he will be held there as he is not 
violent as yet 

BRIDGE BURNS 

ON BELT LIME 

NEAR ROUND 

The E. J. & E. railroad bridge located 
two miles south of Rondout caught fire 
Saturday afternoon and seventy feet of 
it waa destroyed before the fiamea were 
extinguished. The bridge is 200 feet 
long and sparks from a passing engine 
set it afire shortly after noon on Satur- 
day. The bridge crosses the Des 
Flaines river and affords the only cross- 
ing for the man line of the railroad. 
All traffic was triedupbetween Wauke- 
gan and Joliet until 2 o'clock on Sun- 
day ofternoon, when a temporary struc- 
ture was completed. 

Farmes residing south of Rondout 
first discovered that the bridge was on 
fire and notified the company's ofiice. 
The farmers organized abucketbrigade 
and fought the fiames until a special 
train arrived from Waukegan with a 
crew of section men. A large number 
of buckets were taken to the. scene of 
the fire by the . special train and the 
fiames were extinguished after some 
time, but between sixty knd seventy 
feet of the railroad bridge had been des- 
troyed. 

The prompt' work of the farmers re- 
siding near the bridge is thought . to 
have been responsible for the fact that 
the entire bridge was not destroyed by 
the fire and their efforts in fightmg the 
fiames were preatly appreciated by the 
railroad officials. The traffic between 
Waukegan and Joilet is light usually on 
Sundays and the company was not 
greatly inconvenienced by the fire. 
The coat of repairing the Htructure will 
be considerable. Tne dry weather dur- 
ing the spring until Sundany night was 
responsible for the fire, according to a 
failroad official. , 



At a Dinner Given to (he ' Bar of laUz 
County Judge Announces He Wilt Re- 
tire When Term Is Out 



Judge D. L. Jones, Judge of, the 
County Court of Lake County, last 
Monday evening entertained sixteen of 
the members of the Lake County bar 
at a dinner at his residence on North 
Genesee street, the nature of the 
dinner, its purpose etc., having been a 
mystery in«the minds of mkny of the 
attorneys up to the time when the 
judge spoke following the serving of 
the dinner. 

And not until the Judge's short talk 
was it known that his purpose in cal- 
ling his friends to the dinner was to 
formally announce that he is not to be 
a candidate for re-election and to urge 
them to unite on some ni'an for his . 
successor. 

While the attorneys received his an- 
nouncement with kindly interest, there 
was no move made to bring out any one 
man's namo as a possibility for a union ' 
of effort on the part of the bar but at 
the same time the judge added that he 
did not care to have that step taken at 
the dinner. 

However, the fact that thie .only 
avoWed candidate for the judgeship, 
Perry L. Persona, waa not present, be- 
cause he alone did not receive an In- 
vitation to attend, would seem to in- 
dicate that Judge Jones is out against 
the popular attorney who almost de- 
feated him four years ago,; losing to * 
Judge Jones by hut 300- votes, in the 
county. Mr. Persons received no in- 
vitation to attend although the judge 
announced that he had invited' the bar 
of the county to dine with him upon 
this occasion. 

Friends of Mr. Persons who heard of 
his failure to receive an invitation be- 
leived that there was political signifi- 
cance in the faot and some remained 
awav on that account -:■' 

In fact, when he spoke. Judge .Jones 
said that of the iifty members of the 
bar invited, some had sent regrets at 
being unable to atteud, nine did not re- 
sponded at all, while others had said 
they did not like that sort of politics.- 

Following the meal Judge Jones said 
in substance. " .'■ 

"For a long time I have : wished to 
entertain members of the bar at my 
home and so arranged this event I in- 
vited the bar and some sent regrets, 
nine did not respond at all, while others 
said they did not . like that sort of 
politics. The idea must have entered 
their minds that I was going to invite 
you here and then ask your support for 
the judgeship. I would hardly do that 
—ask you to my house and then ask 
your support. 

'*I am now 68 years old, and, were I 
re-elected, I would be 72 at the ^end of 
my term. I cannot stand the strain. 

Oftentimes now, I get nerves and at 
the end of the day's work, am most 
tired out I had mauy requests to re- 
main in the race but have concluded I 
cannot do so.' I have served 16 years 
and now that I am about to step aside. 
I wish the bar could unite on some one 
man and place him in the honor. I per- 
sonaly favored Elam Clarke but t^e has 
refused to consider the matter.", 

Thus, by the formal with drawal of 
Judges Jones from the raco for renom- 
ation or county Judge, Attorney P. L. 
Persons, former city' attorney of. 
Waukegan, is left alone in the race for 
the nomination and we predict that he 
will have no opposition for the nomina- 
tion that ere lon^ the bar wiU fol- 
low Judge Jones' suggestion and unite 
upon him aa the logical candidate.

"When the news was spread it was 
received with incredulity, many^re- 
gardlng It as a malicious fahrlcallon of 
the enemies of the Catholic churcti, 
hut when conflrinod It produced com- 
ment disastrous to the Vatican. Men 
of every religion daily visit the pope 
without flret^givlng the Itinerary of the 
churches they Intend to . visit Why 
should the Vatican require IMr. Roose- 
velt to ignore the churches of his own 
religion during his short stay In 
■Rome? The Incident will not add to 
the diplomatic ^ame of'the pope's ad- 
visers, Mr. Roosevelt, as the head ot 
the Great American republic, followed 
the principle enunciated by Premier 
LuzzattI, 'a free church under a sov- 
ereign state.'** • 

TtheMessagero places the responsl- 
hillty for what it terrns a "blunder" on 
the pope's entourage, continuing: "For 
It was a blunder to nsk a certificate of 
acceptability from a .man Ilhistrloua 
everywhere for hl^Wntelligence and 
the nobleness of his life. The liberty 
which Mr. Roosevelt Is defending for 
all he could not renounce for him- 
self." . 

After pointing out that a non pos- 
sumus copld have been given without 
the exchange of notes, the paper de- 
clares that the whole Incident fur- 
nishes new proof of the 'Imperious In- 
translgentism of Cardinal Meixy del 
Val," and adds: "Could Mr. Roosevelt, 
a free citizen In his, own country, re- 
nounce his liberty In Rome for' the 
sake of an audience with the pope? It 
Is time that the advisers of the popo 
should understand that a certain im- 
position. cannot be exacted." 

Although the definite negotiations 
relative to the audience ended before 
Mr. Roosevelt left Egypt, the an- 
nouncement was withheld until after 
Mr. RooBevell reached Rome, at the' 
solicitation of tils >\nierlcan Catholic 
friends here, who believed that In tho 
meantime the Vatican might change Its 
attitude. -

Chicago.— Fifteen girls were Injured

A few of those on the second floor 
lumped unhesitatingly and were picked 
up from the cement sldowalk, groan- 
ing with poln of injuries. Although 
there was no actual Are, an alarm was 
sent in, and the Aremcu did much in 
rescuing terror-stricken empioyes 
from dangerous positions on fire es- 
capes. -. ■ . 

The explosion Is said to have been 
caused by a weak elbow In a six-Inch 
pipe. A long hiss of steam,- like the 
scream of a siren whlstlo followed tip 
blast and added to tho fright of tho 
nearly two hundred glrla at work on 
the upper floors, ^ -

Many Are Known, But There ja One 

Constituent That Is a'PurzIo 

to SclentlstB. 

The poisonous properties of coal gaa 
are generally attributed to Us content 
of _^^ carbonic oxide, OBpecjally as no 
other substance of known poisonous 
properties "has been- found, in It,; and 
patients Buffering fromcoal.gaa poison- 
ing show the symptoms asaociatod 
with the Inhalation of carbonic oxide. 
Including tho peculiar bright red colo)^ 
of the blood. From experiments made? 
by Dr. von Vahlen, at Hallo, It seems ' 
probable thaf we must revise this 
view, for on making experiments with 
frogs, animals' particularly resistant to 
carbonic oxide. It was found. that they 
were poisoned far more rapidly by coal 
gas than by the corresponding amount 
of tho oxide. Other experiments with 
dogs showed that the poisonous effect 
of coal gas was twice or three timea 
as great as that of the carbonic oxide 
it contained. Evidently there la aomo 
other constituent of coal gas which Is 
polBonoue, though what It Is cannot 
yet be stated. Merely removing the 
carbonic oxide from coal gas will not 
suffice to render It non-polsonoua.—

Enterprlaq In European Cttlet Based 
on a Hint Taktn from the Flnan- 
- clal Magnates, . 

In Europe, If we may believe such 
a writer and student as Prof. Brooks, 
the more, advanced socialists have 
practically abandoned the old com- 
munism which is still groped after by 
the noisy aocialists of America land 
have turned to more practical things 
by developing the Infinite forms of co- 
operative industry. 

In Belgium and in many other parts 
of Europe, as in England, tho ' ad- 
vanced socialists are to-day the co- 
operators. 'Fhoy have taken the hint 
of the nnaiiclal magnates and organ- 
ized co-operative stores, mills, baker- 
ies and so on— in short, formed Joint 
stock companies for the conduct of 
productive and distributive lines of 
business for their own benefit and 
profit. 

In the great Austrian capital, Vi- 
enna, we find such a socialist venture 
—a great fiouring mill and a "bread 
bakery, known as the "Hammer Bread 
Works" of the "Forward Co-Operatlve 
store," an association or company of 
worklngmen that has some 70,000 
members.. 

The great establishment, which was 
opened on Juno 20 last, stands on a 
cite once occupied by a cloister and 
later by an Iron smelter and also e 
fiouring mill. The - great building 
erected by the socialists contains a 
flouring mill of tho moat modern type 
known to Austrian milling, wi'th ca- 
pacity to supply flour for a bakery 
turning out about 150,000 pounds of 
bread dally, "and then some." tho 
milL markfitlnc a largo, jjart \pf.
